Mr. Mulley told Premier Ba- 
dran that Israel should be mo- 
re flexible in its stand, if pea- 
ce is to be achieved. 

The British minister arrived 
here earlier today on a three- 
day official visit during which 
he would meet with senior Jo- 
rdanian officials and tour a> nu- 
mber of military units. 

He was met at the airport

Zeid Ibn Shaker, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Has- 
san Ibrahim, top civil and mi- 
litary personnel and the Briti- 
sh ambassador to Jordan.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (Agen- 
cies). — President Carter says 
he is still opposed to the crea- 
tion of an independent Pales- 
tinian state as it could be used 
as a base for subversion against 
Israel. He made known his 
.views in an interview with six 
reporters as he flew back to 
Washington yesterday after a 
seven-nation tour of Europe, 
Asia and toe Middle East. 

The president, who conferred 
with President Anwar Sadat at 
Aswan on Wednesday, said he 
thought there could be an In- 
terim solution to the Palesti- 
nian problem by creating a 
joint administration for the Is- 
raeli-occupied West Bank of 
toe Jordan and the Gaza Strip. 

He mentioned the possibility 
of Israel, Jordan, toe Palestin- 
-ians and perhaps the United 
Nations participating in such 
an administration tor an unspe- 
cified period after which the 
Palestinians would have the 
right to determine their own

LONDON, Jan. 7 (Agencies) 
— The body of Said Hamma- 
mi, the murdered representati- 
ve in London of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
was today flown to Beirut af- 
ter a memorial service attend- 
ed by most Arab ambassadors 
here. 

The widow of Mr. H amm a- 
mi, who was shot in bis office 
on Wednesday, and her two ch- 
ildren were among about 400 
people at toe service. 

The coffin was escorted to 
Heathrow Airport by about 100 
Arab youths bearing placards 
reading ’’Said Hammami is a 
martyr of the Palestinian Re- 
volution". 

A chartered Danish Boeing 
737 was due to take toe body 
to Beirut, tor another memor- 
ial service tonight. It was then 
due to be driven to Amman 
for burial. 

Meanwhile, the London poli- 
ce, which on Thursday issued 
a composite photograph of the 
suspected killer, appeared to 
have made little headway on 
the shooting. 

Mr. Hammami’s temporary 
repl ac ement, Nabil Ramlawi, 
said "the responsibility for this 
assassination lies with the ag- 
ents of Zionism and Israel".

AMMAN. Jan. 7 (JT). — The 
former British Prime Minister 
Edward Heath, in an interview 
last night with toe Jordan Ti- 
mes, said that since President 
Anwar Sadat’s visit to Jerusa- 
lem "the world can never be 
the -same again”. He believes 
that “there has certainly not 
been a better time for success 
than now”; but he warned 

that if President Sadat’s initi- 
ative fails “the outlook is very 
bad”. 

Mr. Heath, who is visiting 
Jordan at the personal invita- 
tion of His Majesty King Hus- 
sein, arrived from Egypt on 
Thursday and will be staying 
until Monday. He has attended 
dinners given in his honour by 
King Hussein and by His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
and met with ministers and 
officials- He has also done a 
little sight seeing. He said that 
there had been “continuous pr- 
ogress” in Jordan ‘since his la- 
st visit, two years ago. 



Asked if he thought such a 
p rogramme could be called self- 
determination for the Arabs, 
the president replied : "I have 
never thought and do not think 
that it is advisable for us, tor 
the Middle East countries or 
for the world to have an Inde- 
pendent nation located between 
brad and Jordan. 

“I think there would be a 
target of subversion. I think 
there would be a concentrated 
influence perhaps exerted by 
some of toe more radical lea- 
ders. 

** I tiimir that a Palestinian 
entity or homeland ought to be 
at toe least In a very strong 
federation or confederation wi- 
th Jordan.” 

President Outer also said he 
believed some Arab states we- 
re witong to accept a limited 
Israeli military presence on the 
West Bank. Discussing his nine- 
day foreign tour he said “ I be- 
lieve we made some progress 
in the Middle East”.

He dismissed the view that 
President Sadat had wrecked 
the possibility of a successful 
settlement at a reconvened 
Geneva conference. ’T do not 
think Geneva would have res- 
olved all the problems” he said, 
whereas It was "perfectly pos- 
sible” that the Sadat-Begin ini- 
tiative would. 

Mr. Heath, who had private 
talks with President Sadat at 
Aswan said that in his judge- 
ment the Egyptian leader do- 
es not intend to make a bilate- 
ral settlement with Israel. "He 
does not believe” Mr. Heath 
continued “that you can have 
an individual settlement which 
can gain peace in the Middle 
East”. 

The President showed no si- 
gn of being under strain. Mr. 
Heath said. “I found him very 


There had undoubtedly been 
disappointment about toe Is- 
mail ia meeting, but, continued 
Mr. Heath: "You must not ex- 
pect to get immediate answers 
to problems which have defied 
solutions for the past 30 yea- 
rs.” 

Asked about the so-called 
hard-line Arab states, Mr. He- 
ath talked of a period of "rea- 
djustment” m the area follow- 
ing toe qualitative change wh- 
ich President Sadat's Initiative 
had introduced. 

Mr. Heath argued that the 
negotiating parties must now 
concentrate on settling details. 
'The only other possibility Is 
to talk about principles, but 


people want to know in prac- 
tice what it is going to mean 
in their daily lives.” 

He warned, however, that 
an imposed settlement would 
not stick. "The groups involved 
will have to come to a solution 
which is satisfactory to each 
of them. ‘The main problem 
remains the question of a Pal- 
estinian entity. But Mr. Heath 
believed that there, was com- 
mon ground, though he declin- 
ed to elaborate on this. 


Carter helped momentum 


Asked about President Car- 
ter’s performance in the Mid- 
dle East, Mr. Heath said that 
the fact the he made a spe- 
cial stop on his tour to talk 
to President Sadat helped to 
keep the peace momentum go- 
ing. Mr. Heath stressed that 
people must not be allowed to 
'lose sight of the fact that 
this is a major initiative.’*

A case of running 


before walking 


President Carter’s latest statements about his 
opposition to the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza will elicit much criticism from many quarters, 
both inside and outside the Arab World. It would 
be a case of running before walking if one were to 
get caught in the Zionist-inspired trap of haggling 
over what precise politico-administrative units are 
to be erected in those occupied Palestinian territories 
when one's main efforts should be directed at making 
them un-occupied territories. We think Mr. Carter’s 
suggestions are a bit hasty, in that the breadth of 
his intellectual, political and moral concern in the 
matter is being unnecessarily dissipated by talking 
about hypothetical future political configurations 
when the Arab World and; indeed, the entire world, 
looks to him to muster up the intellectual, political 
and moral fortitude to help end the Israeli occupation 
of Palestinian soiL 

Nobody knows what will happen in the occupied 
territories if and when they are returned to Arab 
sovereignty. And whatever does happen will be, in 
any case, an Arab decision, to be made on the basis 
of a genuine process of self-determination by those 
three million people who call themselves Palestinians. 
For Mr. Carter to suggest that this or that national 
unit is inappropriate because of this or that reason, 
is, one thinks, premature at best. The bogeyman of 
Arab radicalism in a free and self-determinate 
Palestinian national unit is only the most recent of 
a string of Zionist-inspired scare-tactics whose only 
value is that they help the world better understand 
the full intensity of Zionism’s fundamental inability 
to accept the reality of Palestinian national 
sentiment. Mr. Carter does himself and his nation a 
disservice by echoing the basest fears of an already 
fearfully base Zionist ideology whose driving force 
for the past three-quarters of a century has been the 
giant lie that the Palestinian people do not exist. 

The Arabs look to the United States and the new 
American president to help redress the injustices of 
the past, not to perpetuate them. The pressing 
top-priority item on this agenda is to end the Israeli 
occupation.

President Carter had been 
working to bring the two sid- 
es together. Asked if he sh- 
ould now be applying pressure 
on Mr. Begin to be more fle- 
xible, Mr. Heath stressed that 
the Israelis are the “only peo- 
ple who will decide what they 
are going to do. The United 
States cannot decide for them”. 

Mr. Heath, who is a prom- 
inent advocate of the “Europ- 
ean” cause, went on to argue 
that having now declared its 
support for the Sadat initiative, 
the European Community will 
not seek to interfere in the 
negotiations unless asked to 
do so. The European countries, 
he said should be very care- 
ful to avoid any appearance 

that they were using this op- 
portunity as a pretext of ma- 
king their way back into the 
area.” 


The European Community 
supports Resolution 242, whi- 
ch calls for Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories but 
it also takes the view, Mr. He- 
ath said, that the “natural th- 
ing would be for the West Ba- 
nk and Jordan to be one” Mr. 
Heath stressed however that it 
was not for Europe to decide 
how the matter should be set- 
tled.

Nevertheless, Europe -- and 
especially Britain --is “deep- 
ly interested in seeing a perma- 
nent peace settlement." 

Mr. Heath gave four main 
reasons. Firstly, peace is the 
best thing for the Middle East 
countries themselves. Second- 
ly there are “very great dange- 
rs of further wars” if peace 
moves fail. This would also 
give the Soviet Union the op- 
portunity to regain influence 
in the area and to link it' with 
their growing influence in Af- 
rica. And finally it is Britain’s 
interest and responsibility to 
be friends with both Israel 
and the Arab countries, but 
it is “very difficult to do that 
if they keep on fighting each 
other." 


If Europe were asked to he- 
lp by the negotiating parties, 
he said, the "possibilities are 
very wide’’, ranging from “ta- 
king some part in the discus- 
sions as they develop right up 
to major questions of whether 
they would help to negotiate 
a settlement”. The last ques- 
tion could not be decided until 
the form of the settlement be- 
comes clear. Europe would pr- 
obably play a part in the “fin- 
ancial aspects of any world ef- 
fort made to deal with the re- 
fugees.” *’.■ . 

Asked why the community 
had recently come out in supp- 
ort of a Palestinian homeland, 
Mr. Heath said that it “all go- 
es back to Rabat”. Europe was 
registering the decisions of the 
Arab World. 

Commenting on the Euro- 
Arab dialogue, Mr. Heatb said 
he saw no alternative to the 
collective approach. But he co- 
ntinued : "I wou' ' like much 
more to' be done." 

Mr. Heath said in conclusi- 
on that President Sadat has 
taken "a very great, bold, cou- 
rageous step”. Israel has alwa- 
ys declared that it wants to 
settle negotiations face to face. 
“It has now got that opportu- 
nity”.

PARIS (R). — France's Com- 
munist Party -- its hopes for 
power virtually shattered by 
its break with other leftwing 
parties last year -- holds a 
two-day conference this week- 
end to choose its strategy for 
general elections In March. 

The party revamped to im- 
age two years ago when it 
broke with the Soviet Union 
and joined the “Eurocommu- 
nist” camp with the communi- 
sts of Italy and Spain. For mo- 
st of last year, it looked al- 
most certain of playing a part 
: in a leftwing government after 
the March elections. 

But last September the Co- 
; mm unis Ls, Socialists and small 
I Leftwing Radical Party angrily 
1 ended meetings to revise their 
1 1972 “common programme for 
I government.” 

The split came after the So- 
cialists and Radicals accused 
! the Communist Party of want- 
ing to nationalise too many co- 
mpanies and attacked its plan 
for a defence policy aimed at 
potential enemies from the 
West as well as the East. The 
Communists countered by say- 
ing the other parties were go- 
ing back on commitments they 
accepted in 1972. 

Mutual recriminations conti- 
nued, preventing any reform of 
the common programme, origi- 
nally designed to bring the 
left to power and end 20 years 
of right and centre govern- 
ment 

The Co mmunis ts now seem 
destined to continue in oppo- 
sition and their national con- 
ference is expected to deter- 
mine tactics for the election 
campaign and gather strength 
for later political battles. 

The conference was original- 
fv planned for last October, 
but was postponed when nego- 
tiations on the common prog- 
ramme broke down. It will be 
held on Saturday and Sunday 
in the modem Palace of Cong- 
resses in Paris. 

Little has filtered out about 
the intentions of the Commu- 
nist Party Under-Secretary 
General. Georges Marchais. at 
the meeting. 

Normally. France’s commu- 
nist press is filled with details 
of preparation and discussion 


of outstanding issues for seve- 
ral weeks before such an ev- 
ent. However, communist new- 
spapers have so far been unus- 
ually brief in their references 
to this conference. 

This reticence has left poli- 
tical analysts hazarding gues- 
ses at its likely outcome and 
producing a number of possi- 
ble options. 

One would be for the Com- 
munist Party to formalise its 
break with the Socialists and 
Leftwing Radicals and decide 
to conduct a completely inde- 
pendent election campaign. 

ITiis would be unlikely to 
bring any imme diate advantage 
to the party, but could stren- 
gthen it in post-election moves 
to increase it influence. The 
Co mmunis ts could alternative- 
ly offer an olive branch to Fr- 
ancois Mitterrand’s Socialists 
-- the largest leftwing party 
-- and agree to soften their 
stand on nationalisations and 
defence. 

This tactic is widely regard- 
ed as unlikely. Neither of the 
other leftwing parties has sh- 
own any willingness to com- 
promise, promising to resume 
talks only if the Co mm u ni sts 
made new proposals. This wo- 
uld be unacceptable to the 
Co mmun ists if no new moves 
came from the other parties. 

Such a strategy would also 
probably be treated with wide- 
spread suspicion as a political 
ploy to gain power without 
providing satisfactory solutions 
to oustanding problems. 

Alternatively, the Communi- 
st Party could leave matters 
unchanged. As in the months 
following the split, it could 
continue to attack its former 
partners, remain entrenched in 
current positions and still le- 
ave the door open for some 
kind of political arrangement 
at the last minute. 

In France, a run-off vote is 
held in parliamentary consti- 
tuencies where no clear victor 
emerges in the first round. 
This year, the two voting ses- 
sions to the National Assembly 
will be held on March 12 and 
19. 

Many analysts think the left- 
wing parties will wait until 
results of the first round are 
known and then try to reach 
agreement on common candi- 


dates in the second round for 
areas where the left stands a 
good chance. 

It is difficult to predict bow 
far this limited cooperation 
could continue after the elec- 
tions if the left were in a po- 
sition to govern. 

Mr. Mitterrand, whose So- 
cialist Party has an estimated 
30 per cent of voters* support, 
is the most likely leftwmg pri- 
me minister. But rt would be 
hard to imagine him including 
communist ministers in his 
cabinet after the bitter exch- 
anges which have dogged re- 
lations between the two parti- 
es. 

There has be hi persistent 
speculation that Mr. Mitterra- 
nd could seek to join forces 
with the centre parties, curr- 
ently in coalition with the Ga- 
ul lists, to form a government. 

This formula would put bo- 
th tiie Gaul lists, the largest 
group in the present National 
Assembly, and the Communists 
into opposition, creating for- 
midable and angry opponents. 

One indication of Commu- 
nists intentions was given by 
a member of the parly’s top 
leadership, Mr. Rene Piquet, 
last month. 

He told party militants in 
Toulouse: “The national con- 
ference can only record the 
fact that the Socialist Party 


and Leftwing Radicals’ Party 
has maintained total with- 
drawal from the 1972 common 
programme.” This suggested 
that the Communist Party con- 
sidered the break final. 

The Socialist Party was fou- 
nded in its present form in 
1971 by an alliance of several 
leftwing groups and has ris- 
en to become the party with 
the largest public support ac- 
cording to opinion polls. 

But divisions between some 
of these original founding gro- 
ups have often hampered the 
Socialist Party’s progress. De- 
bates between the party lead- 
ership and the leftist centre 
group, which commands the 
support of about one quarter 
of party membership, have be- 
en particularly divisive. 

The Communist Party, which 
traditionally collects between 
20 and 25 per cent of votes 
could profit from post-election 
developments even if it is kept 
out of power. 

If past form is a guide, Mr. 
Mitterrand can expect serious 
conflicts with his own party 
if he allies it with the centre 
or loses the election outright. 

Such conflicts could give the 
Communist Party an opportu- 
nity to try to split the Socia- 
list Party irreparably -- and 
make a comeback as the domi- 
nant force on the French left 


During WWII Japan thought

— Japan tried to develop an ato- 
mic bomb durin g toe Second World War bat dropped toe project 
in 1943, believing it was Impossible, Science Magazine said in Ms 
current issue. 

Science based its report on work by American hi sto rians 
Herbert York, of the Uni v ers ity of CaBfornla at Sat Diego, and 
Charles Weiner, of Massachusetts of Technology (MIT). 

Ac cording to the historians, the Japanese army financed ato- 
mic-weapon research by a physicist Yoshio Ntehina be- 

ginning in 1940 at toe Un i versities of Kyoto, Osaka and Tokyo. 

In 1943, toe historians said, Mr. Nishina told a scknflnf 
conclave he was dropping the project, having come to the conc- 
lusion that wfth current levels of knowledge an atomic bomb 
would be impossible "even far the United States.** 

Science said Japan buried toe project after re s ear c h ers failed 
to isolate the nmnhmx U-235 isotope that triggers a chain reac- 
tion and nuclear Mast. Japan had five cyclotrons at the time, 
.it added.'

Sea -road container service 


cuts cost and congestion 


LONDON, (LPS) — Traders in 
parts of the Middle East wh- 
ere transport has been diffi- 
cult can now import their re- 
quirements from Europe dire- 
ct to their own front doors 
with a minimum of handling 
on the way. 

A through container service, 
using sea and road transport, 
is being established by the 
Cunard Arabian Middle East 
Line, known as CAMEL, at 
a cost of £25 million over the 
next five years. Among its 
first customers are companies 
fulfilling development contrac- 
ts throughout the oil produc- 
ing region. The advantages in- 
clude speed and freedom from 
transit damage or loss, a sav- 
ing in pecking and a reduction 
in formalities. 

CAMEL, an offshoot of Bri- 
tain's Cunard Steamship Com- 
pany, began operations in May, 
1976 with one 5,500 ton ship, 
the Jeddah Crown, using the 
ports of Jeddah in Saudi Ara- 
bia and Aqaba in Jordan, and 
serving the port regions and 
the capital dries of Riyadh 
and Amman. Two more ships 
will be introduced in the near 
future. ■

Access to the dockside 
aft allows the ship to be ber- 
thed stern on to the quay and 
to fit into a smaller space. 
CAMEL has Invested £300,000 
In vehicles, Tugxnasters and 
trailers and forklift trucks 
far dockside work.

Toward the end of 1977 
CAMEL sought tenders for the 
construction of two contain- 
er-ships costing about £17 mil- 
lion. It is hoped that by the 
time they are ready for ser- 
vice the container berths be- 
ing built at Jeddah will be 
complete. The ships are desig- 
ned to carry more than 900 
six metre boxes a month to 
the Middle East, which is the 
equivalent of about 150,000 
tons a year. With a stogie 
vessel CAMEL has been hand- 
ling 15 per cent of the trade 
into Jeddah. Mr. Crawford ex- 
perts that figure to rise to 
25 per cent within two years.

Observers thought the auth- 
oritative statement was ambi- 
guous in the sense that it se- 
emed to imply that the deal 
was currently being re-negot- 
iated. 

Earlier official statements 
in Paris and Islamabad had 
indicated that work cm the pl- 
ant at Shashma on the Indus 
was already at an advanced 
stage. 

The observers suggested 
that, while holding to French 


promises, Foreign Minister Lo- 
uis de Guiringaud might be 
taking advantage of a certain 
lack of precision in the agree- 
ment to introduce new rest- 
rictions on the use of the ma- 
terial emerging from the re- 
processing plant. 

The Pakistani Embassy in 
Paris said It had no informa- 
tion on the subject. It said the 
acquisition of tie plant was a 
prelude to the availability in- 
ternationally of a plutonium 
technology currently in the 
experimental stage at French 
fast-breeder sites, 

Plutonium from re-process- 
tog units is still useable only 
for making atom bombs. But 
in the future "super-phenix" 
French power stations, fed 
with plutonium, are seen as 
making the plants worthwhile 
financially and bringing about 
major energy savings.

West used the power of 
suggestion to deflect de- 
clarer from the winning 
path, with the result that 
a seemingly impregnable no 
trump game went down to 
defeat. 

Despite his good five- 
card suit, we approve of 
■South's decision to rebid 
two no trump rather than 
two hearts. It is far -more 
descriptive. However, as the 
cards lie, a contract of four 
hearts would have proved 
easier than three no trump. 

West made his normal 
lead of the fourth best of 


his longest and strongest 
suit. Declarer correctly 
held up the ace until the 
third round, discarding a 
club from dummy. There 
were eight tricks on top, 
and the ninth could come 
from either minor. However, 
West had to be kept off lead, 
for if he regained the lead, 
he could probably . cash 
enough spades to defeat the 
contract. Therefore, de- 
clarer decided that it was 
better to play for split dia- 
mond honors, for by taking 
two diamond finesses he 
could keep the lead in the 
East hand. 

At trick four declarer led 
a low diamond. Against* rou- 
tine defense, declarer would 
coast home. When West fol- 
lows with a low diamond, 

; the finesse of the ten loses 
to the king. The best East 
can do is shift to a club, but 
declarer rises with the ace, 
repeats the diamond finesse 
and ends up with ten tricks. 

Unfortunately for de- 
clarer, West came up with a 
brilliant counter-maneuver. 
He followed to the first dia- 
mond lead with the queen! 

This gave declarer the im- 
pression that West held both 
missing diamond honors. So, 
taking a different tack, de- 
clarer won the ace of dia- 
monds in dummy and ran the . 
queen of clubs. A grateful 
West gathered in the king of 
clubs, cashed his two spade 
tricks and then led a dia- 
mond to his partner's king 
for a two-trick set.

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Cambodia admits to 
“some difficulties” 
in war with Vietnam 

BANGKOK, Jan. 7 (Agencies). — Cambodia conceded today that it was 
having some difficulties in the border fighting with Vietnam while there 
was no confirmation of yesterday’s claim, by Radio Phnom Penh, that 
Vietnamese troops were crushed or routed. Radio Phnom Penh today re- 
iterated that 29,200 Vietnamese were killed or wounded but, for the first 
time, the radio alluded to difficulties. 


"The Cambodian army and 
people are in firm control of 
the situation created by an 
aggressive, expansionist and 
annexationist Vietnamese ene- 
my who enjoys certain favour- 
able conditions in some fields 
at present but who is funda- 
mentally weak," the broadcas- 
ter said. 

“At the same time, we firm- 
ly control our own situation, 
which included some prelimin- 


ary and temporary difficulties 
but which is fundamentally st- 
rong politically, economically 
and militarily inside the coun- 
try and abroad, the radio sa- 
id. 

The Cambodians admit only 
to 470 dead and 1.2Q0 wound- 
ed on their side. These figures 
and claims seem hard to beli- 
eve.

shower 


MOSCOW, Jan. 7 (AFP). — 
Soviet cosmonauts Yuri Ro- 
manenko and Georgy Gre- 
chko took a shower aboard 
their Salyut-Sbc spacer sta- 
tion today after doing some 
exodses and undergoing a 
medical examination, moni- 
tored from earth, Tass news 
agency announced here. 

They had earlier comple- 
ted preparation of the spe- 
cial shower e quip ment, com- 
prising an elastic cylindrical 
cabin with water testing and 
a purification system, Tass 
sahL 

They reported that their 
“cosmic shower" was work- 
ing marvellously, the agency 
added. 

The two cosmonauts, who 
joined the orbiting station 
after being launched into 
space aboard Soyuz-26 on 
Dec. 10, also photographed 
the rare phenomenon yester- 
day of silvery clouds in the 
earth's upper atmosphere 
Tass announced. 

Reports and technical data 
indicated that their morale 
was good, and systems on 
board Salynt-Slx were func- 
tioning normally, Tass saUL 


mentioned no victims, but said 
58 villages were partly destro- 
yed in the Dmnisi region, 60 
kms. southwest of Tbilisi 
The paper said the quake, le- 
velled four schools, a hospital 
and 400 homes. Partially des- 
troyed were 14 apartment ho- 
uses, ten stores, two post offi- 
ces, two administrative build- 
ings and 55 farms, it said. 

The Soviet trades union 
newspaper Trud also reported 
the quake today specifying 
that no one had been kill ed- 
it said food and medicine 
had been rushed to the strick- 
en area and that the army 
was pitching in on reconstruc- 
tion. 

Trud said the quake register- 
ed seven on the 12-point Sovi- 
et scale. 


the terrain they took in their 
Jan. 1 offensive and that Cam- 
bodian “victory** communiques 
were intended to save face 
and boost the morale of their 
troops. 

Diplomatic sources in Thai- 
land also reported the Vietna- 
mese were consolidating positi- 
ons on the Mekong River and 
fighting between the two com- 
munist countries appeared to 
have tapered off.

But they had made no move 
to cross the river, the sources 
said, indicating that their ob- 
jective was still limited — 
probably to force the Cambo- 
dians into negotiations on the 
disputed borders by bolding on 
to a large piece of Cambodian 
territoiy. 

Meanwhile, Vietnam today 
categorically rejected the Cam- 
bodian version of the current 
bloody border dashes. 

In an authorised statement, 
the official Hanoi news agency 
said Cambodian authorities 
had kept sending their armed 
forces to launch attacks on 
Vietnamese territorial soverei- 
gnty despite Hanoi's call for 
a negotiated settlement of the- 
ir conflict 

The agency said it was an 
“undeniable fact" that over 
the past two years and more, 
especially since April 1977, the 
Cambodian armed forces had 
"committed systematic and 
increasingly serious violations 
of the territorial sovereignty 
of Vietnam, piling up crimes 
of the utmost barbarity again- 
st the Vietnamese people.”

Magistrate re-opens

PRETORIA, Jan. 7 (Agencies). 
— Pretoria's Chief Magistrate 
Marthinus Prins is to ask the 
South African Medical Council 
to look into the professional 
conduct of doctors who were 
treating Black Consciousness 
leader Steve Biko before his 
death in police detention on 
Sept 12, it was learned here 
today. 

Mr. Prins said last month 
that no one could be held res- 
ponsible for the Mack leader's 
death. He said today, howev- 
er, that .he intended to pass 
on to the Medical Council ex- 
tracts from the judicial inqu- 
iry into Mr. Biko's death co- 
ncerning the doctors’ attitude. 

It was then up to the cou- 
ncil to act as it thought fit, 
he added.

tics 

He cited the signing of bil- 
ateral cultural and sdentmc 
exchange agreements, family 
reunification and easing of tr- 
avel restrictions, among oth- 
ers. 

Asked about his talks here 
with officials on “Most Fav- 
oured Nation" status for Hun- 
gary, Mr. Vance said he was 
encouraged by the outlook and 
hoped that “despite our diffe- 
rent political and social sys- 
tems, we can work together 
for our mutual advantages,” he 
said, indicating that much had 
already been accomplished.

M. Marchais also attacked 
French Socialist leader Fran- 
cois Mitterrand, personally. 

“As has been the case each 
time previously when the bat- 
tle takes a decisive turn, Fran- 
cois Mitterrand gives way. At 
the moment when one must 


really choose, the Socialist 
Party draws back from the ba- 
ttle and once more leans to- 
wards its old policy of coope- 
ration with the upper middle 
class,” M. Marchais said. 

While insisting that his par- 
ty would keep the door open 
for “serious” agreement talks 
with the Socialists, M. March- 
ais called for a vigorous Com- 
munist campaign before the el- 
ections. 

Observers here predict that 
this latest attack on the insti- 
tutional link between the two 
parties in their “Common Pro- 
gramme" may be of major be- 
nefit to the centre-rightwing 
government coalition parties, 
which are, however, also fee- 
ing problems of unity in the 
coming campaign.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7 (AFP). 
A report approved by Presi- 
dent Carter last summer warn- 
ed that the United States and 
its allies would have trouble 
containing, a Soviet attack wi- 
th conventional weapons in 
Europe or the Far East, altho- 
ugh neither side could win an 
advantage in a strategic nuc- 
lear war, the New York Times 
said yesterday. 

This report was the basis 
for the Carter administration's 
emphasis on bolstering conven- 
tional forces and a slow-down 
in modernising the nuclear ar- 
senal, the newspaper stated. 

But though the report war- 
ned that North Korea could 
capture Seoul with a surprise 
attack. President Carter rem- 
ained determined to withdraw 
U.S. troops from South Kor- 
ea, the Times noted. 

The report, entitled the Mi- 
litary Strategy and Force Pos- 
ture Review (MSFPR), said 
Western allies would only 
have a slight chance of stop- 
ping Soviet conventional farc- 
es without losing territory in 
case of an attack in Europe. 

This accounted for Preside- 
nt Carter’s appeal last August 
for improving the Atlantic 
alliance’s combat farces in 
Europe, the Times article said. 

But the United States would 
have a much more favourable 
position in case of a conflict 
with the Soviet Union in the 
Middle East or Southern Af- 
rica.

With SALT-n negotiations 
due to resume in Geneva on 
Monday, Mr. Warnke told a 
press luncheon yesterday. “We

agreement this spring."

Yesterday’s government pr- 
ess gave wide coverage to the 
return of the crown which was 
given to US. forces in the do- 
sing days of World War n to 
prevent it from felling to the 
Communists when they swept 
into Budapest. 

In a front-page commentary 
flanked by two photographs of 
tiie arrival of the crown, the 
Communist Party dally expres- 
sed appreciation to President 


Carter far restoring the relic 
to its historical owners. 

Noting that the regime ted 
changed in Hungary since the 
c row n was spirited to the We- 
st in 1945, the paper safak “The 
crown has come borne to a 
new home -- a people’s bo> 
me.* 1 

Despite protests from Hung- 
arian- Americans who fed the 
holy crown should not be rs 
turned to the communist gov- 
ernment of Jknos Kadar. Chur- 
ch leaders have Joined with 
the Hungarian president to de- 
clare that the time- bad corns 
for the relic to return home.

He sought to minimise 
reports suggesting that West- 
ern European governments we- 
re increasingly uneasy over 
the military capabilities of NA- 
TO (the North Atlantic Treaty

As for the Cruise missile -- 
the low-flying computerised de- 
livery system designed to duck 
under an opponent’s guard -- 
Mr. Wamke said categorical- 
far; No American defence offi- 
cial thinks the Soviet Uhkjn 
can come up with a surefire way 
of blocking the Cruise missile 
before 1985. the proiected ex- 
piration date for a SALT-II tre- 
aty.
